Often problems include: poor coordination, stiff muscles, weak muscles, 
trouble swallowing or speaking, and tremors among others. There may 
also be problems with sensation, vision, and hearing. Often babies with CP 
do not roll over, sit, crawl, or walk as early as other children their age. 
Difficulty with the ability to think or reason and seizures each occurs in 
about one third of cases. While the symptoms may get more noticeable 
over the first few years of life, the underlying problems do not worsen 
over time.[l]Cerebral palsy is caused by abnormal development or 
damage to the parts of the brain that control movement, balance, and 
posture. [21 [11 Most often the problems occur during pregnancy; however, 
they may also occur during childbirth, or shortly after birth. Often the 
cause is unknown. Risk factors include premature birth, being a twin, 



certain infections during pregnancy such astoxoplasmosis or rubella, 
exposure to methylmercury during pregnancy, and head trauma during 
the first few years of life, among others. [1] About 2% of cases are 
believed to be due to an inherited genetic cause. [3] A number of 
sub-types are classified based on the specific problems present. For 
example those with stiff muscles have spastic cerebral palsy, those with 
poor coordination have ataxic cerebral palsy, and those with writhing 
movements have athetoid cerebral palsy. Diagnosis is based on the child's 
development over time. Blood tests and medical imaging may be used to 
rule out other possible causes. [1 ] 

CP is partly preventable through immunization of the mother and efforts 
to prevent head injuries in children such as through improved safety. 
There is no cure for CP; however, supportive treatments, medications, and 
surgery may help many individuals. This may includephysical 
therapyand speech therapy. Medications such as diazepam, baclofen, 
and botulinum toxin may help relax stiff muscles. Surgery may include 
lengthening muscles and cutting overly active nerves. Often external 
braces and other assistive technology are helpful. Some children have 
near normal adult lives with appropriate treatment. While alternative 
medicines are frequently used there is no evidence to support their use. 
11] 

CP is the most common movement disorder in children. [4] It occurs in 
about 2.1 per 1,000 live births. [5] Cerebral palsy has been documented 
throughout history with the first known descriptions occurring in the work 
of Hippocrates in the 5th century BCE. Extensive study of the condition 
began in the 19th century by William John Little. [6] A number of potential 
treatments are being examined, including stem cell therapy. However, 
more research is required to determine if it is effective and safe.[l] 
This disease is to do with the brain not working properly with regards the 
person not being able to use their bodies properly, if they were to observe 
that the brain controls these things, along with the spinal column, then there 
needs to be some work done there. 

So, to rectify this disease, they need to strengthen the communication 
process by making new channels to 'back up the coordination.' this will see 
the person get new channels to make the body function 'better.' of course, 
this can be done by observing that the nervous system is to blame here, and, 
that the stronger the signal is, the more thorough it will be, yes? 

Now, this can be done by forcing a sudden rush of energy through the 
nervous system, like shock treating a pool, or, boosting the 'force' of the 
messages like a 'power spike.' after the spike, they will see the messages go 
along the same 'passages' like new rain into a delta, this could be done with 
electro therapy or similar type of things, like a jolt from the heart beat 
jumper machines at hospitals, just souped up. 



Pulmonary hypertension. 

Pulmonary hypertension (PH) is an increase of blood pressure in 
the pulmonary artery, pulmonary vein, or pulmonary capillaries, 
together known as the lung vasculature, leading to shortness of 
breath, dizziness, fainting, leg swelling and other symptoms. 



Pulmonary hypertension can be a severe disease with a markedly 
decreased exercise tolerance such as heart failure. It was first 
identified by Ernst von Romberg in 1891. [1] 'According to the most 
recent classification, it can be one of six different types (see 
below). [2] 

This is where there is too much pressure on the arteries, because the heart is 
beating too fast, i suppose - how else could there be too much pressure on 
the arteries - the blood vessels? 

So, even if the blood vessels wee broader, the heart is overworked pushing 
the blood all over the body, there are a few ideas that come to mind with 
'beating 1 this disease, mainly getting the heart to beat slower, yes? 

To get the heart to beat slower, we have to bear in mind that the heart will 
be trying to get the blood all over the body no matter what you do! if you 
were to eat less fats, it would go faster and easier through your blood 
vessels, but, that will not slow the heart down, instead, we should try to 
make the heart beat slower with more glucose - imagine an engine with old 
lubricants on it - it will go slower, yes? imagine a frying pan with lots of fats 
in it, it will cook slower than normal, but not much, now think we are trying 
to make tastier food! 

Now, to get the heart rate slower, we should eat more sweets and steak and 
stuff with sugar in it. this will clog the arteries and then they will be force the 
heart to beat slower.

So, if there was a way to get them the ten percent, what would it be? without raising taxes, of course! 
this would be like trying to feed a lot more people with the same lot of apples, of course, but, the thing 
is, there are ways to make money without spending it. 

For every worker that has a job, they collect taxes, they collect income tax, sales tax, retail tax, import 



tax and a lot of other taxes, in fact, it is the private sector that gets 'robbed.' so, by employing more 
people through the private and public sectors, the state actually make more money! the problem lies in 
the private sector, where they will need to make an incentive for them to hire more people, of course. 

To get more people employed in the private sector, the state needs to buy shares in these businesses - 
dividend yielding shares, this will reduce capital, which is saved up, and bring in new monthly gains, 
this would be like an investment. 

As for the increase right now, they need to understand hardly any of their expenditure is wages related, 
but, in fact, corruption related, if they were to stamp out corruption, they could meet the ten percent 
wage hike request. 

The g.d.p. grew by at least three percent last year, does it make sense to have a g.d.p. rise of three 
percent and a salary increase of ten percent? not to my knowledge! so, we need to increase the g.d.p. 

How does the state make money other than through taxes? if they were to bring back g.s.t, things like 
bread would be cheaper, and things like cars would be more expensive, and, the state would make a 
hell of a lot more money, of course. 

Otherwise, maybe they need to sell shares in the businesses they have? someone will buy them at the 
right price, if they were to sell some of their shares, there will be more capital to borrow from and 
expand, and, meet the monopoly guidelines for bulk income for the owners versus the amount of shops 
they have open - the bosses will get to be taxed less in bulk by having more employees, as the state is 
making more on taxes, this will be where the one hand washes the other, of course - a synergy between 
state and private sector. 

The strikes could be settled by giving them more wages, but, where will the money 
come from? if it was law to give them more money, then prices of goods will go up, so, 
they will have the same money. 

To make sure that they do not get left behind, they should get double the rate the 
grocery prices are going up, i think, otherwise this bare minimum will result in them 
going hungrier, something i am sure no leader really wants. 

So, instead of raising the wages, they could decrease the price of goods, so, instead of 
getting another hundred dollars a month, you will be able to buy a lot more bread that 
month with the same amount of money. 

It would be easy to decrease the cost of goods, if the monopolies were broken up, or, 
the market was flooded with new goods. 

To break up the monopolies in south africa at least, we could cause incentive for more 
small shops, the problem is, the rate they need to compete at is so high to buy their 
own goods! they do not get to buy in bulk because they cannot afford it, so, we need 
to make more farms, i suppose, these will go into competition to supply the lowest 
prices, or, we could make it hard to run a big farm, cutting the farms in half or quarters 
and so forth, with different owners, this will drive the price of goods so low it will be as 
i said, where people compete to supply the lowest fares. 



The nice thing about this is that there is a flat cost to own a farm each year, for the 
state, like one hundred rand twice for two huge farms, or one hundred rand a hundred 
times for a lot of smaller farms - i hope you can apply my logic to something practical? 

Hooliganism in schools. 

Previously in my country at least, there have been many incidents where pupils make a huge mess for 
the teachers and other pupils, this of course means they are 'bad news,' yes? 

I reckon it is all for 'attention.' these naughty teenagers all want attention, i propose we get them 
enrolled in sports if they make life hard for others, to clean up after sport's matches, or, hell, we could 
try to, in the case of violent incidents, have the prefects walk around with batons? this is not done yet, 
but, if it is a little society for little people, we should have little police, yes? 

There was another story of hooliganism yesterday in my city where a pupil got into a 
fight with another pupil and the teacher did nothing. 

From now on, it should be written into law that the victims may treat it as assault, 
from the age of grade one going to school, kids understand that you get hurt when you 
get hit, so, it is not like i am asking for juvenile hall or boys town, i am asking the 
parents to discipline their children not to do this, as they are responsible for the child, 
or;

On this we find that the unemployed rate in south africa is about 25 percent, 
this includes in the employed people that are hawkers and such, so is in fact 
far greater, what is a social worker to do when someone comes to them and 
says they do not have a job, that they are actually taking the day off work? 
this removes the quality of service from the other people that really need the 
help! but, as i mentioned, they are also basically unemployed and need help 
at times too. 

So, what should happen? if you have 50 % of the people working at a rate, 
with 50 % of the people on welfare, then half is paying for the other half - no 
net growth, the state should create more jobs, yes? that is the alternative to 
serving the half the country that has no jobs, of course. 

Now, without the jobs even being there, they could make more money 
available for the jobless by some clever tricks, if they were to just give them 
money, they would all be able to pay it back! this would come through 
taxation, and, at various tax points, all the money will be repaid to the state, 
to justify this they could up the salaries of the people with jobs to make sure 
they get more, of course. 

But, that is old news, we need a better solution! how about if we were to 
employ them to deliver services? twenty five percent is not like the end of 
the world, is it? think about how half the twenty five percent could work for 
the police, and, then pay it back through those tax points i spoke of? simply 
making the country a paradise could result in there being more money and 
so forth. 

Let's look at the tax areas? 

[1] 20% income tax; 

[2] 10% sales tax; 

[3] 10% import tax; 

[4] 10% percent export tax; 

[5] 10% percent whole sale tax... 

And it just goes on and on. the good news is that there is some private 
money entering the taxation areas too, being collected into gross domestic 
growth too! this means, of course, that the economy will grow as fast as the 
population, yes? think of a paradise where there are too many public service 
people? 

Or, the state could start it's own business, this could be like manufacturing 
radios or batteries or shoes - anything at all. 

The state has a trillion rand a year budget, they say they give a quarter of it 
to health care, yes? well, let's see, if fifty million people all caught 
terberculosis in a year, and, needed to have surgery too, that would come to 
about a tenth of the expenditure of the health care sector, for example. 



There are some people out there robbing the country blind, all third world 
countries, especially in africa. if the leaders could stand up to this, then there 
would be this paradise i spoke of, for sure! 

Better transport and rails. 

In my country there is a big problem with transportation, the rails, a big contributor, are run down and 
mangy, if they want to fix the rails quickly, they need to take a plastic wood gun and run it along the 
rails, this glue could be replaced with a nice metal or something, yes? 

Them there is the trouble with road transport, there are constant bumper to bumper traffic for two hours 
before work in my country, and this must work on people's nerves even before they get to apply 
themselves to the jobs they have, there are wide open areas between the suburbs, and the suburbs have 
many people in them, i suggest redeveloping these in between areas for the workers, and swapping the 
workers for the nearest business, there is an hour drive with no traffic into the central business district 
of our city, and, they need a place to work that is closer, or; 

They could work from home! all they will need is a computer to do their work on. then there is a 
telephonic service for them to work with others in their own venture, this is done currently by the state 
here in cape town, as i hear now they do not meet in parliament, rather having conferences over speaker 
phone. 



How to increase the minimum wage without raising prices! 

This is the dream of every working person - to have a greater pay check raise than the growing prices 
that are all over the place, one of the political interference ways of doing this is with a price freeze, of 
course, but that is not natural, we need the chain stores to keep prices down without that interference 
from the 'law.' 

So, to keep prices down, they could offer tax incentives for keeping the price down, maybe there could 
be 'reverse taxation' where the state gives a menial amount to the chain stores to keep prices down? 

Let' see. if it costs 100 rand a day at the shops for each person, and there are fifty million people in 
south africa, then it would cost five billion rand a day to feed them from the state's coffers. 

Of course, they could pay five percent of the total haul to keep prices down, so, there will be no 
transportation costs, no storage costs and other hidden expenses, if the chain stores make one billion 
rand a day from those that can afford it, in total, and taxes are dealt based on how much you make in 
bulk, then they could reduce taxes for the more you sell, of course, then, the state could reverse 
taxation, paying a few percentage points for the sale of cheap food. 

This will keep the prices down, they could do this for petrol too, or, even luxury items to a smaller 
degree, but, there is no need to keep luxuries down - it is the needs they desire. 

Now, this could replace some of the social security money that they deal out for free unhelpfully, yes? 
cutting into the state's sectors of money allocation or where they pay money, could be helped with this. 



Now, if the shops were to stock less, they would save, this would mean smaller orders, 
of course, it will also mean a smaller shop, so, they could sell some of the shop off to 
make more capital for the owners. 

Smaller orders mean higher prices? well, they could order together and distribute it 
between themselves, of course, this is something only they can do, bear in mind. 

If the orders are smaller, the shops are smaller, they get tax cut backs for every 
employee they have, they will throw less away too! this is needless waste, if the shop 
had all these reduced 'major costs,' they could look the employees over and pay them 
more, or, keep prices down for a while as the market realigns. 

Then again, with less running costs comes more profits, this means there will also be a 
'glut' of production, bringing their prices down too! think of a factory that wants to sell 
the same they are to make for the same profits - they will have to find a new way to 
sell or something. 

This decreases the price of those goods, as they need to sell what they can, or, actually 
drives the price up for the goods, then the little guy has a say in it, which drives prices 
back down, of course. 

This coul dbe the end of monopolies, i would guess? 
Marketplace Africa. 

This market place of africa is great! it has so many people willing to buy from it, yet, there is so little 
money, this means, of course, there is a surplus of goods! this must be a good thing, yes? 

Now, to make the african continent produce more jobs, they need to create more capital, the more there 
is in storage, or, going to waste, the lower the prices go, theoretically, unfortunately, it is about looking 
after yourself, so, prices go up. so, there is more waste and more prices. 

The way to bring prices down is to produce less, this means less waste, and, lower 'bulk buying capital.' 
this means, of course, that the same money could create double the jobs! 

Now, to make the people with the money create new jobs, we could, as i have said before, allow 
incentives for employing more people, this would mean, more produce, less stress on more employees, 
and more scattering of goods. 

To make it even more comely to employ more people, there might be a 'outlet incentive' where the 
more outlets you have, the less tax you pay, yes? 

But, that would also make it easier for the smaller businesses to grow too. they could bring in their 
competitive prices to the market, and make a good living. 

This follows that the less the big business puts on the shelves, the less waste there is, the more they 
make, the incentives to the smaller businesses are also growing.

controlling information flow through biochemical signaling and the flow of 
chemical energy through metabolism, biochemical processes give rise to 
the complexity of life. Over the last 40 years, biochemistry has become so 
successful at explaining living processes that now almost all areas of 
the life sciences from botany to medicine are engaged in biochemical 
research. [2] Today, the main focus of pure biochemistry is in 
understanding how biological molecules give rise to the processes that 
occur within living cells, which in turn relates greatly to the study and 
understanding of whole organisms. Biochemistry is closely related 
to molecular biology, the study of the molecular mechanisms by 
which geneticinformation encoded inDNA is able to result in the processes 
of life. Depending on the exact definition of the terms used, molecular 
biology can be thought of as a branch of biochemistry, or biochemistry as 
a tool with which to investigate and study molecular biology. 
Much of biochemistry deals with the structures, functions and interactions 
of biological macromolecules, such as proteins, nucleic 
acids, carbohydrates and lipids, which provide the structure of cells and 
perform many of the functions associated with life. The chemistry of the 
cell also depends on the reactions of smaller molecules and ions. These 
can be inorganic, for example water and metal ions, ororganic, for 
example the amino acids which are used to synthesize proteins. The 
mechanisms by which cells harness energy from their environment via 
chemical reactions are known as metabolism. The findings of biochemistry 
are applied primarily in medicine, nutrition, and agriculture. In medicine, 
biochemists investigate the causes and cures of disease. In nutrition, they 
study how to maintain health and study the effects of nutritional 
deficiencies. In agriculture, biochemists investigate soil and fertilizers, and 
try to discover ways to improve crop cultivation, crop storage and pest 
control. 

This is chemistry related to living things, it all boils down to getting cells to 
'swap fuels,' so they can function, the fuels come from the outside world and 
even babies can identify which are fuels by the way they taste, for example, 
a pacifier will be 'fun' but it is not like they are going to try to eat it. 

Now, to get them swapping information or 'fuels,' they need to have acids to 
break stuff down, then, they need the cells to absorb the stuff - it is not like 
your lungs will try to break down water, yes? this is called metabolism, where 
the acidic levels of your body help the fuels dissolve, of course.

If the state wants to make quick cash, it could sell land it is going to develop itself for customers or 
investors, this would see a pledge and end time or time of completion for the factory or commercial 
building, hell, even a house or apartment block, for cash now. 

Another way to make 'quick capital' is to sell shares in your business, if you were to 
mark the company up in value, and then divide the shares to little bits, then you could 
sell those little bits at any price, making people think they have a large stake in the 
business - might work with the market brokers, yes? 

Or, you could, if you are a small business owner, collaborate with other small business 
owners from around the city to buy in bulk, sending your own wares down the price 
range, hell, if you were to be in a small business, and know of others that are also in a 
small business, collect your funds from your premises and buy a big shop, or, even 
franchise? 

Maybe we could all make money if money was easier to make? this could be done by 
observing my golden rule for money - it is only worth something if few others have it. 
maybe you could make some money by growing your own small business? this could be 
done by creating demand, but how do you create demand? well, i phones were not in 
demand until they released, so, maybe you have a special service where you can sell 
something nobody else can? like, for example, you could make money with flavored 
milk? you could serve it in your restaurant at a bargain price, maybe you could make 
money by selling money? the state could sell a billion for 999,000,000.00 without 
repayments - this money will just be created and circulate collecting taxes, yes? 

Maybe the state could use the people it has as human capital? i have said this before 
but for each person that has a working pair of hands, so much money, like the minimum 
wage could be set aside, yes? 

As a incentive, they could charge corporations for each employee they should have, this 
would mean tax on all the employees it should have, which will obviously mean that they 
will hire those people. 

Once they have satisfied the quota, they will have a tax decrease in some areas, this 
will see many more jobs! 

Everyone wants to own a business and reap the rewards as the owner, and, there are 
ways to take a seven hundred dollars or seven thousand rand a month job and start 
your own venture. 

If you were to buy a company name, then you have a business, one of the things i have 
heard of is to look all over the net and business areas, and find where there are goods 
for cheaper than normal, yes, you will be a salesman like this, but, it will be all for you! 
you just got to find a good price, then find an order for 'your' goods, then pay them with 
other people's money while still reaping a reward, this works! 



Or, you might want to use your 'capital' for an actual business? this would mean you 
would have to register your business at the bank and come up with a good name for it. 
then, you need to do some dirty work, like research the market! you need to find where 
there are demands, and you need to satisfy them. 

One of the things that is always in high demand is jobs, so, setting up a job recruitment 
where you advertise for free for them, but take a commission if they get a job, will keep 
you motivated and paid well, yes? there are other things too, but this one comes trumps 
with the others. 

Maybe if the state was to offer incentives to all top business people, they would spur or 
start a huge amount of private businesses? the tax on the business will be less for a 
certain aged business person, but, the taxes will go up in total, the state will keep taxes 
on the start up free for a year or something, and instead collect on income tax, of 
course. 

Of course, there is a new idea of mine regarding banking, everyone wants to save 
money, and only skim their own accounts to make ends meet, what if there was a semi 
fixed deposit where they could get more interest and have a with drawl limit? 

This would be like having a million rand in the bank, getting eight percent interest a year, 
but only being able to use like five percent of it each month. 

There are many ways to raise capital, but here is another one. 

If you were to have a business, and you want to make it grow, then you need to invest, 
or, get investments, maybe you could take your business on paper to the bank and get 
them to invest, in the form of a loan? this would leave your business as surety against 
the fall of your loan or failure of your business. 

The difference between the normal loan and this loan is that you need to get everything 
approved by the bank, making it as if the bank was a part owner of the business, and 
limiting your 'power' over the business, this would be a good idea if you are old and want 
to sell your business some day soon. 

Alternatively, you could pay the bank for the administration, and then see them pay you 
back double what you put in if it works, with them taking a share of the profits, this is a 
low risk idea or 'loan.'
